Chicago, May 29 (By the A. P.)— 


Maintenance of way employes of the 
nations' railroads faced a $48,000,000 
wage reduction July 1 as a result of 
last night's order by the railroad la- 
bor board. The order affects 400,000 
men. 


This order, the $400,000,000 slash 


of last July, and pending orders af- 
fecting other classes if they carry 
the same ratio of reduction, will place 
railroad labor back where it was be- 
fore the $600,000,000 increase of May 
1920. 
Pending decisions governing 
the 
wages of 600,000 railway shopmen, 
200,000 clerks, telegraphers, station 
employes and other classes were ex- 
pected to follow closely upon last 
night's order which cut the pay of 
maintenance of way workers from 1 
to 5 cents an hour. 


With their settlement over working 


rules still pending the Big Four Bro- 
therhoods and the Switchmen are not 
now yet involved in any wage dispute 
before the board. These classes re- 
ceived a 12 percent reduction 
last 
July, however.

"To put individual in- 
come" accounting on the same basis 
as corporate accounting, only surplus 
over adequate living wage should be 
fnunted as income," he asesrted. "Mr. 
Manly was joint chairman of the War 
Labor Board in 1918-19 and an expert 
of the United States Bureau of La- 
bor Statistics from 1908 to 1912. 


"Income as defined for corpora- 


tions, partnerships and individuals en- 
gaged in business," Mr. Manlv as- 
serted, "means net profits, after lib- 
eral deductions for expenses of op- 
eration, maintenance, teplacemant, 
obsolence, etc. Income as defined for 
wage and salary earners mean gross 
earnings with no deductions for main- 
tenance or replacement of the human 
machine. 


"Of the net product of industry, ac- 


cording to the report of the National 
Bureau of Economic Research, after 
deducting the most of raw materials 
seventy percent goes to waire 
and 


salary earners, thirty percent to re- 
ceivers of rent interest profjts. Of thp 
total national income the richest one 
percent receives fourteen percent; thp 
lichest five percent receives twenty-six 
percent, the richest ten percent re- 
ceives thirty-fjvo percent.

European Manager for HEA Service 
Berlin May 29.— In London clubs 
they love to tell the story of the man 
who boasted he read lota of news- 
papers do he cquld have all kinds and 
shades of opinion before' making UP 
his mind' on public questions. Asked

Mail and the hustling Evening News 
in the afternoon. On Sundays I read 
the-.breezy Djspatch." 
He was amazed when his mends 
greeted his statement with shouts of 
laughter. One of them enlightened 
him by explaining that all those pa- 
pers belonged to Lord Northcliffe and 
expressed his policies. 
Thsre are many who say that Hugo 
Stinnes, Germany: s business king is 
the German Northclllfe only more so. 
They will tell you the time is rapidly 
approaching when it will be difficult 
to know whether oneis reading an in- 
dependent opinion or a Stinnes opin- 
ion.

People ordinarily

variously estimate Stinnes owns 12 
papers, 40 papers, even 120> papers in 
Germany and still others m Austria.

ment on the reparations bill May 31. 
The reparations, as you have read be- 
fore, are the money Germany Is obllg 
ed to pay to the allies to make up foi 1 
the farm land, factories and homes 
Germany destroyed'in the war.

paid its reparations bills promptly, 
but it seems improbable that Germany 
will be able to raise the amount it 
will be obliged to pay the last day 
of this month.

Italy, to settle the money troubles ot 
Europe, failed utterly In accomplish, 
ing its purpose. The only result ot 


this conference was that the nations 
of Europe promised not to start any 
wars for several months and agreed 
to hold a meeting at The Hague in 
June to settle their differences with 
Russia. 


Since the Genoa conference failed, 


some are suggesting an international 
conference ot bankers be held at 
Washington.

In Washington, it was thought,
